Golden yellow blooms last July to Octo-
ber providing seed for birds and nectar
for butterflies. Height: 2 to 2 % feet.
Exposure: Full or partial sun.

Dwarf Crested Iris

Large flashy flowers on a diminutive
stem that need lots of water. Height: 6-8
in. Exposure: Full sun to full shade.

Stonecrop

A succulent and low growing native that
is a great groundcover for shady areas.
Height: 6 in. Exposure: shade to partial
sun.

12 in. Exposure: Full sun to full shade.

Blue False Indigo
A bushy perennial with bluish purple

is drought tolerant. Height : 2-4 feet.
Exposure: Full sun.

Bleeding Heart

Providing color in the shade, this pink-
flowered native also adds texture to the
garden with finely fringed leaves. Height:
12-18 in. Exposure: Partial to full shade.
